CAIRO (Reuter). — If recent poli- 
tical events in Egypt had happened 
elsewhere, they would have jed to 
“abysmal, black despair and prob- 
ably red blood baths,” Egypt's lead- 
ing political commentator, Moham- 
med Hassanein Heykal, said here.

A RUSSIAN ‘FIRST’ 


SPACE LAB SENDS 
WEATHER REPORT 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Three Soviet 
ecamonauts aboard the Salyut or- 
bital laboratory yesterday sent, the 
first weather reports from a man- 
ned scientific station in space, a 
milestone toward making earth 
safer from hurricanes and cyclones. 
“A meteorologist in space can de- 
termine, specifically, the degree of 
development and direction of cyclo- 
nes and hurricanes,” the news 
agency Tass said. 

The crew also performed several 
medical tests on themselves, includ- 
ing taking blood sampies, and then 
began a rest period as the space 
station moved out of radio contact 
with the ground contro! centre, Tass 
said. It said the men took measure- 
ments of the function of their hearts, 
arteries and veins, and tested the 
density of thelr bone tissues. 

The 18-day fight of Soyuz 9, with 
two men ahoard, showed doctors 
that prolonged weightlessuess can 
cause serious cardio-vascular irre- 
gularities, debilitation of muscular 
tissue, and loss of bone calcium. 


Tass said the data on the func- 


tioning of the cosmonauts’ heerta 
were sent to earth by way of a “mul- 
ti-channel amplifying transducer," to 
be intensively examined by doctors 
at the Balkonur Space Complex in 
Kazakhstan, 


It was believed the duration of 
the present mission would depend 
Jargely';on the crew's, adaptation to 


weightlessness and its effects on 
them. This probably explained the 
priority given to medical tests in 
yesterday's flight programme. 

To maintain proper muscle tone, 
the three cosmonauts yesterday don- 
ned their specially made, rebber- 
lined “Penguin Suits” for exerctses 
when they began their day. The 
multi-layered suits have rubber 
strips built into the wails, which 
pull the cosmonauts’ arms and legs 
close to their bodies. The natural 
tendency is to extend the arms and 
legs. The counter-pressure keeps up 
muscle tension, another problem of 
space flight: 

Soviet and American scientists 
exchanged nine grammes of moon 
rock samples yesterday to broaden 
each others’ knowledge of the lunar 
surface. 

Three representatives of the U.S. 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration gave Soviet scien- 
tists six grammes of moon soil, three 
grammes each from the Apollo 11 
and Apollo 12 missions. The Rus- 
sians handed over three grammes 
brought back by their unmanned 
Luna 16 moon scooper. 

“Scientists of both countries will 
benefit from this opportunity to 
study materials from areas of the 
moon to which they would not have 
access,” said Lee. R. Scherer, Di- 
rector of NASA's Apollo Lunar Ex-

HELSINKI. — Singapore Prime 
Minister Lee Kuan Yew indicated 
yesterday he believed American in- 
teligence had at least an indirect 
involvement in a Singapore news- 
paper which he forced to close. 

“[ would say the C.1A. (Central 
Intelligence Ageacy! is not directly 
involved.” Mr. Lee told newsmen 
gathered here for the International 
Press Institute meeting. But when 
asked whether the ΟἿΑ. was in- 
directly involyed, Mr. Lee said only,

this." Further attempts to clarify 
this were unsuccessful. 

Mr. Lee also raised suspicions 
about the operations of the Chase 
Manhattan Bank in Singapore snd 
its loan of 1.8m. Singapore dollars 
to the "Singapore Herald" an 
English-language newspaper that 
closed when Mr. Lee revoked its 
licence to publish, alleging it lent 
itself to “externally directed acti- 
vities detrimental ta the security of 
Singapore.” 

“I am quite a suspicious man by 
nature,” Mr. Lee said. “David 
Rockefeller (the Chase Manhattan 


Chairman) told me the bank makes. 


no loans -to newspapers, but the 
bank loaned money to the Herald.”

Rousseau’s case would never have 
aroused public attention in France 
had it not tickled the curiosity af 
Gilles Perault, the author of the 
best-selling “The Red Orchestra” in 
which he traced the activities of 
8 vast Soviet intelligence network 
in Nezi Germany. Perrault met 
Rousseau by chamce while visiting a 
German spy at Melun Penitenciary.

Jewellery centre opens

[SRAeu Jewellery Centre Ltd. —

— For the third time this 
week immigrants from the Soviet 
Union yesterday staged a sit-down 
strike at the airport here, demand- 
ing accommodation in the same 
town as relatives already settled in 
the country, instead of flats made 
available elsewhere by the Ministry 
for Immigrant Absorption. 

Huna Grobin, his wife and their 
16-year-old son, who arrived yester- 
day morning from Riga, said they 
would not budge from the airport 
until they got a flat in Holon, where 
they have relatives. 


. ‘The ‘representative here of the 
Absorption Ministry, Mr. Hanania 
Teutsch, said no flats were avail- 
able in Holon or Bat Yam. They 
might be found for special cases, 
such ag newcomers who are physic- 
ally dependent on relatives living 
there. But, in general, immigrants 
who want public housing must take 
it where it is available. Exceptions 
eannot be made. 

Mr. Grobin, the official went on, 
“could get work tomorrow morning 
in his trade — he {is a metal worker 
— # he went to live in Migdal 
Ha'emek, as we have suggested," 
The family refused this offer, an 
subsequent offers of housing in Kir- 
yat Ata, Hadera, and even Ramle. 

As the Grobins were settling down 
on their suitcases in the airport ter- 
minal lobbies, a group of five immi- 
grants from Soviet Georgia were 
finally being persuaded, after more 
than four hours of argument, to 
accept flats in Ramie. They had 
been demanding hames in Lydda, 
where they have relatives.
